HELP MEN TO BUY HOMES 


At the close of the conference  be- 
tween the mime operators and = em- 
ployees, during the recent dispute, 
Sir William Muliock addressed the 
following words ; 

“It occurred to me that the com- 
panies, too, might in another way 
be of great service to the men. Rents 
here are doubtless high, and few of 
the employees own their properties, 
lf the companies could see their way 
to co-operating with the employees 
towards bringing about a method 
that would enable the employees to 
acquire homes of their own, then 
these men having a stake in the 
country would feel interested in the 
welfare of the town, in the preserva- 
tion of their property, and in the ac- 
cumulation of property. They 
would feel that they were not a mere 
floating population, but that they 
had an interest in the stability of 
everything in the vicinity. More- 
over, if a small quantity of land, a 
quarter of an acre, for example, 
could be attached to each home, 
there would be during the summer 
season an opportunity for the miner 
when he left his diurnal occupation 
of attending to,a garden, where he, 
his wife and children could meet in 
common interest. Then there ,would 
be some home life for them, instead 
of, as is very often the case in a 
mining district, the miner going from 
the mine to\take his evening meal, 
and resorting to the hotel or town 
away from his family. Ido not 
think the operators could do  any- 
thing that would be of greater _ ser- 
vice to their fellow-men, and at the 
same time be of greater advantage 
to themselves than to endeavor’ to 
arrange a condition of aflairs that 
would enable the employees to be- 
come owners of their homes. It 
would cost them less than having to 
pay high rents, they would not be 
at the mercy of landlords, liable to 
be moved out of their rented houses 
on short notice, they would feel they 
were anchored in the country, and 
however humble the home might be, 
they would always have the feeling 
that there is no place like home,’’

| STATIONARY 'ENGINEDRS’ CDR- 
TIETOATHS. 


The legislature of Ontario at its 
recent session passed an act respect- 
ing stationary engineers and employ- 
ers are alike interested. Briefly 
stated, its provisions are that, after 
the first day of July, 1908, no em 
gineer will be allowed to operate or 
have charge of a stationary steam 
plant of fifty horse power or  up- 
wards who does not hold a govern- 
ment certificate. There are three 
classes of engineers to whom certifi- 
cates will be granted without the 
applicant having to undergo an ex- 
amination, first, those who, on the 
20th of April 1907 (the date on 
which the act was passed) held cer- 
tificates from an association of sta- 
tionary engineers in Ontario, or a 
merine, or a locomotive engineer’s 
certificate; second, engineers who, 
on the above date, were in charge of 
a plant of 26 horse power or over 
in Ontario; third, engineers who had 
at any time previous to the passing 
of this act not less than two years’ 
experience in the operation of such 
a plant in the province. Those who 
cannot qualify as above will have 
to pass the examinations which will 
hereafter be prescribed by the board 
of examiners. 

Those interested may obtain a co- 
py of tle act and application forms 
for certificates by addressing the 
secretary, Department of Agriculture, 
Toronto.—Blectrical Engineer.

ASH BURNING. 


The credulity of the general public 
and, we are sorry to admit, of sev- 
eral well known engineers, in: connec- 
tion with the ash-burning theory, is 
only equalled by the absolute  ab- 
surdity of the proposal. It must 
be apparent to anyone possessing or- 
dinary intelligence that there is no 
such thing in this-world as some- 
thing for nothing, and if the word 
ash means the residue left upon burn- 
ing a combustible, it stands to rea- 
son that if there should be in such 
any material which is capable of fur- 
ther burning, the combustion in the 
first place was not carried to ite 
limit. We must admit that in many 
of the so-called ash piles there’ is 
a very large percentage of umburnt 
coal and coke, and hence, bu putting 
such ashed upon a bright fire, it is 
possible to consume that portion of 
the coal and coke which was not 
burnt on the first occasion, but 
there is absolutely no combustion in 
the true ash, nor can we by any pro- 
cess whatsoever, obtain heat from 
any substance from which all the 
heat has been abstracted. The  se- 
cret chemical and the acetylene gas 
theories are mere blinds. We can 
burn oxalic acid, of course, ‘but when 
we compare the heating power of 
this material, at ten cents a pound, 
to coal, at three or four dollars a

We have seen, within the past 
few weeks, several experiments tried 
in large boiler houses, and the only 
result was a very decided spoiling of 
the temper of the firemen. In one 
case, two parts of green coal were 
mixed with one of ash, and the fire, 
though under an excellent draft, 
could not be maintajned. On chang- 
ing the mixture from four to one, bet- 
ter results were obtained, though we 
are inclined to think four parts of 
green coal and one of sand would 
doubtless habe produced about the 
same evaporation, While a certain 
amount of green coal and coke will 
drop through the grates in a boiler 
house, still this percentage is small 
and the aggregate ash contains Httle 


or no combustible materiul, hence 
a scheme which may be ased in a 
household furnace is not the least 


applicable io a boiler room besides 
having the serious drawback of a 
clinker-forming prosperity that is 
positively astonishing, not to say 
‘fatal to continuity of service. Let

finnipeg Horse Shoers 
Now. On Strike,

Winnipeg, May 20.—For the firet time 
fojthe history of this city the horee 
shoers went on strike to-day. Last year 
th Manitoba Horse Shoers and Carriage 
Makers’ Aesociation entered into an 
agreement with the Horse Shoers’ 
Union to pav the men from 29 to 32 
cents an hour, and the men to work 56 
hours per week. In the winter the em- 
ployers docked the time of the men, and 
thus decreased the wages, which should 
have amounted to $16, . The men state 
that they are gettivg..much less money 
than the other tradesmen and say that 
out in the smaller towns the men in the 
same trade are getting, more money 
than those of Winnipeg. Last week 
they asked for an increase to 34 cents 
for floormen, 36 cents for firemen, and a 
fifty-five hour week, stating also that 
unless the demands were granted the 
men would walk out. The employers 
replied that it was impossible for them 
to meet the demands of the men, and 
they could do nothing further, Thirty- 
five mew are out,
